Good Form for Luncheon Guest and Hostess 
T 


HE first and most important step in 
giving a luncheon is a careful selection 
of the date. Make sure that no other 


large entertainment is planned for the day 
.you choose, so that you may have the first 
choice of desirable guests. Your luncheon 
should not conflict with any afternoon re- 
ception or card party, as if this happens, some 
of your guests will hurry from your function 
to the afternoon affair. 


Your invitations should go out at 


least ten days in advance, and unless 
the luncheon is very large and formal, 
these should consist of brief, cordial 
notes 
written 
on 
your best paper. 


These notes should set forth the date 
of the luncheon and the hour it is to be 
served. Formal notes should be writ- 
ten along the following lines: "Mrs. 
James Brown Henry requests the pleas- 
ure of Mrs. John Greene's company at 
luncheon 
on Thursday, the Twenty- 


fifth of February, at one o'clock." Less 
formal notes, In cases wheVe the lunch- 
eon Is given to more intimate friends, 
should read: 
"Dear Mrs. Brown: 
I 


should 
be 
pleased If you will take 


lunch with me on Friday, the seven- 
teenth, at half-past one. Trusting that 
you 
have no previous engagement 


which will prevent your coming, I am. 
Sincerely yours." 


Answers to such invitations should 


be sent out within a day or two after 
their receipt. Tardy replies to lunch- 
eon invitations are inexcusable. 


The 
hostess 
should be dressed at 


least half an hour before the hour set 
for the luncheon, and waiting in the 
parlor to receive the guests. It is ex- 
ceedingly bad form to keep an expect- 
ed guest waiting while you put the 
finishing touches to your toilet, then 
tear down stairs to greet her full of 
apologies. Guests should arrive ten or 
fifteen minUtes in advance of the hour, 
letting nothing interfere with their 
timely arrival. Those who live at a 
great distance 
must start In ample 


time, allowing even for delays in car 
service, etc. Better be too early fhan 
to keep a room full of guests waiting. 


The hostess who has a dining table 


-of highly polished 
wood may serve 


luncheon without 'a table cloth, using 
a handsome centerpiece and doylies at 
each place. However, many women 
still adhere to gleaming damask over 
a heavy "silence cloth." 


When 
the 
maid 
announces 
that 


"Luncheon is served," the hostess leads 
the way to the dining room and stands 
at her place at the head of the table. 
The guests find their places by cards 
bearing their names placed at every 
cover. At the right of the hostess is 
seated the woman to whom she wishes 
to show the greatest honor, and other 
guests are generally seated where they 
will h« most congenial. 


When 
the guests are seated, the 


hostess begins to eat first, thus giving 
the signal to the guests. The grape 
fruit should be on the table, a half 
portion at each place, when the maid 
announces the luncheon. For the first 
course served by the maid, begin by 
serving the guest at the right hand of 
the hostess. 
In the second course, be- 


gin with the guest on her left hand. 
In this way no partiality is shown. 


One of the greatest, and likewise one 


of the most frequent mistakes that a 
hostess makes is that 
of 
hurrying 


through the menu. 
The afternoon Is 


long. 
Hospitality 
is 
more gracious 


when deliberate. H the service Is slow, 
do not worry. These Intervals between 
courses offer an opportunity for con- 
versation and repartee that often lag 
while guests are 
actually 
eating. 


Throughout the luncheon It Is the duty 
of the hostess to see that conversation 
does not lag, and to Keep an eye on 
one and all of her guests, making sure 
that not one of them is bored or neg- 
lected. 


Coffee is the last course to be served, 


and when the hostess is quit* sura that 


all of her gaests have finished, she" 
should rise and lead the way into the 
parlor again. Here the hostess and her 
guests converse, and It Is nice to have 
a little music if some of tHe guests 
play or sing. Guests should stay from 
a half to a full hour after luncheon, 
»nd as they leave, express their pleas- 
tire to the hostess. 


Returning to the actual service of 


the luncheon, I would say that there 
Is a -great reaction against the over- 
dressing of the table, as seen during 
the past few years. Even with most 
elaborate dinners and luncheons, the 
decorations are simple in effect 
In 


the center of the table a large cut 
glass bowl full of seasonable flowers, 
cut glass dishes of nuts, olives, candies, 
etc., with perhaps four candles, consti- 
tute practically all the trimmings seen 
on the luncheon table of the fashion- 
able woman to-day. 


It is considered quite proper, how- 


ever, to carry out one color scheme dur- 
ing the luncheon, though 
not neces- 


sary. At this time of the year, with 
Valentine's Day and George Washing- 
ton's Birthday crowding Upon us, red 
is a popular color. If the centerpiece 
Is of lace, line it with red silk, which 
•will show enough of the color to give 
a pretty effect. Then have red roses 
or carnations In the bowl, red cards at 
each place -with the name of the guest 
thereon, -with red shades on the can- 
dles. 
But do not have red ribbons 


dangling from the chandelier, a sash 
across the 
table and other garnish 


trimmings. Believe me, all this Is ex- 
ceedingly bad form. 


Guests who have attended a lunch- 


eon should 
call 
upon their hostess 


within two weeks. If sickness or other 
troubles should prevent the making of 
the call -within that time, a note to 
that effect should be sent, assuring the 
hostess that the call will be made as 
soon as the domestic crisis will per- 
mit.

O many letters have come to me 


lately asking what initials to 
use and where to put them on 


new linen that I win try to give some 
pertinent suggestions along this line. 
Primarily. I would say that brides-to- 
be must mark all their linen, whether 
It be for wearing or household purp- 
poses. with their maiden initials. This 
is most Important. Net only It Is bad 
form to use the Initial of your pros- 
pective husband, hut It i* pal*! to be «»x- 
ceedlngly bad luck, and there Is no 
class rnoTf 
superstitious than bndes. 


If you have three Initials, use them all, 


Ch-eini.1"".' an<5 corset covers should 


h<- marked over the left breast if the 
design permits. A rather dainty way to 
mark tliese jt<irm"nts Is to write out in 
full 
your Christian name, such as 


Bleanor. Jyouisa or Elizabeth. 
Write 


this In pencil In-your own hand and 
outline Jt willi the finest possible 
stitch, and featherstitch a little ring 
around it, which can lv marked on by 
using a large spool. On" girl I know 
marked her entire troweau In th!« 
manner, thus saving th'- "xpense of 
marking, and at the sam* time secvr- 
Inft something original, dainty and ef- 
fective. A petticoat should bs marked 
In the middle, up near the wa1st-ban<3 
or on the yoke. If ther» IP one. Draw- 
ers are generally marked on the left 
leg or on the waist-band, as suits la- 
«tvfdoal fancy. Nt*htrowns. like th» 


chemises and corset covers, should be 
initialed on the left breast or directly 
in the 
middle, but 
preferably 
the 


former. 


Do not use silk for marking under- 


wear, as It soons turns yellow with 
washing, but select a flne cotton floss 
which comes for the purpose. 
If In- 


itials are used, you should have them 
very small and of black type, perfectly 
plain, or else have a monogram drawn 
especially, which you can use to mark 
any n-umber of pieces yourself. 
The 


use of large scroll letters Is extinct and 
only small plain ones are now used. 


In marking bed linen. u«e the cot- 


Jon floss, even on linen shf»ts and pll- 
IOWCASCS. Tour three Initials are pre- 
ferable always, and here again the 
small letters are used, 
Mark Imme- 


diately In the center of the upper tn-m 
of the sheet and Just In the middle of 
the pillowcase, either on the hem or 
just abo\"« It. Towels should be marked 
in the same manner.

worked in the cotton, and you should 
«tuff the IMters -very full, so that they 
stand up and look quite heavy.

tab!*- cloth* should h» marked with 
the three Initial" 
Spread the cloth on 


your table and then mark It at oppo- 
siie corners so tl.al th<- initials will 
show when th* cloth is spread. 
Do not 


mark on the coraw of the. cloth, for 


work will M*«r b* ••en, but on 


that portion of the cloth that just cov- 
ers the corner of your table. Napkins 
are marked either In the middle or In 
a corner. If the middle Is selected as 
the place for marking, care must be 
taken that they are ironed and folded 
so that the Initials -will show when laid 
by a plate. By this. I mean fold the 
napkin three times only Instead of the 
usual four, thus showing the work In 
the middle. 


One large letter Is seldom used. It 


does not cost much to hare a mono- 
gram drawn, and If you have much 
linen It will pay you. 
If you prefer 


the separ&le Initials, then be sure you 
select very small ones and let the 
style be perfectly plain. Put In your 
periods rather heavily so that the let- 
ters will be well separated. The use 
of the full Christian name is only for 
personal clothes and not for household 
linen, but the Idea Is new and pretty.

Cleansing Methods for Clogged Skins 


i"T"«HE woman with wrinkles or freckles 


I 
always imagines that she has a corner 


•"• on complexion ills, but in realty the 


woman who suffers doubly is she who has an 
oily skin with enlarged pores. Wrinkles 
may offend the eye, but they do not entail 
physical discomfort. A superabundance of 
oil not only makes the face look shiny and 
ungroomed, despite the most vigorous 
Use of powder, but the -woman who has 
this particular complexion defect ac- 
tually suffers in a physical way. The 
general "stickiness" and oiliness of the 
skin is unpleasant to her own touch, 
and she 
rarely, if 
ever, enjoys the 


sense of a cool, clean face. Sometimes 
this oil spreads over the face like a 
mask or coating. 


The woman with an oily skin real- 


izes that the very daintiness of her 
house gown makes her face look the 
worse by contrast, and she is very apt 
to aggravate her defect by abusing the 
powder rag. 


The 
oily skin .demands a careful 


diet. Fruits, salads and fresh vegeta- 
bles must be 
substituted for pastry, 


sweets, made dishes and many of the 
meats, like pork and veal, which en- 
courage 
the 
secretion of oil in the 


glands. 


The external treatment of an oily 


skin demands, first and foremost, the 
constant use of hot water and a flesh 
brush. The pores must not be allowed 
to secrete the sebacious matter which 
causes blackheads, and only the flesh 
brush will prevent this. Cold water Is 


worse than useless on atf oily skin. A 
few drops of tincture of benzoin added 
to a basin of hot water should be Us'efl 
night and morning, and instead of soap, 
try alfaond meal sifted Into the' watSr 
from a Jar with a perforated top. The 
formula for this prepared" almond meal 
as a substitute for soap has been given 
in these columns before, but I will be 
glad to furnish it to Individual readers 
upon the receipt of a self-addressed 
and stamped envelope. It Is an article 
now found on the wash-stand of every 
well-groomed 
woman, and possesses 


the virtue of purity, so essential in se- 
curing 
a 
good complexion. Highly 


scented soaps which bite the tongue 
are dangerous to any skin. This tast- 
ing of the soap with the tip of the 
tongue is a sure test of a preponder- 
ance of alkali, which Is dangerous to 
even an oily skin. 


Massage with cold cream Is not good 


for an oily skin. Better far to use hot 
water and alcohol—half and half. Cu- 
cumber milk, which contains a very 
small proportion of almond oil, is one 
of the best lotions for the oily skin, 
and should be used after the massage 
with alcohol. This Is another formula 
frequently given In this column, but I 
will be glad to furnish a copy of It 
on receipt, of the customary stamped 
and self-addressed envelope. 


Where th'e skin has a tendency to 


be both oily and yellow, the following 
toilet water should be added to the 
hot water In cleansing the face. Use 
a spoonful to a basin of warm -water:

tttre of musk, 2 dracnfns1; {{jidflbtt of 
ambergris, 4 drachms; rectified Spirits, 
5 ounces; 
orange flower T^at^f, 1% 


pints. Add the tinctures to the Spirits,

them 
with the perftiMSd 


water. This is cooling and refreshing 
£o the skin, acting like a tonic. U the 
perfumes are of the best and purest 
quality, and they should be, the lotion 
Will have a milky appearance. 


Many women employed in offices and 


stores -write to me regarding the an- 
noyance 
which 
they suffer during 


working hours because they have no 
means of cleansing the Oily pores. For 
these women I would suggest cleans- 
ing the face occasionally with the fol- 
lowing lotion, which can be kept in the 
desk in a small bottle and applied with 
antiseptic gauze: 


Pulverized borax, 1 ounce!; pure gly- 


cerine, 2 ounces; camphor water (not 
spirits of camphor), 2 quarts. 


Coarse powders, particularly talcum 


powders, are bad for the oily Skin. 
Far better is a liquid white, formula 
for which is given herewith: 


Pure oxide of zinc, 1 ounce: glycer- 


ine, 1 dram; rosewater, 4 ounceS: es- 
sence of rose, 15 drops. 


Sift the zinc, dissolving It in 'just 


enough of the rosewater to cover It. 
then add the glycerine, next the re- 
mainder of the rosewater. 


Shake well and apply, with a piece of 


antiseptic gauze. 
The face must be 


well wiped off before it dries. «<• it 
will be streaked.

A TALLOW-CANDLE STANDARD 


A 


MAN who had never .heard of gas or electric lights 
might be content with tallow candles. Some business 
men, because they are not well informed on lines tribu- 


tary to their business, and are not especially open to convic- 
tion, are still content to order candles. And the dealers are 
obliged to keep a few boxes on the top shelf waiting for the 
men who insist on having them. 


One conspicuous instance of this policy is in the matter 


of printing. 
The average business man knows very little 


about it. Perhaps not one man in ten knows the "point sys- 
tem"—the universal standard of type measurement. 
Not 


knowing the first elements of printing, how can he know 
very much about the latest improvements in color work? 
How can business men buy printing intelligently when they 
do not know what the market affords? 
How can they dictate 


the characteristics of the printing that is to represent their 
business? How can they order what is best for their business 
if they don't even know the best exists? 


It is the same in many other lines. The architect must 


know the latest improvements in bricks; the dry goods man 
must know the most recent effects in weaving, and so on. 
Unless this is done there is no telling how far from the mark 
you may hit. In an electric light age it will never do to stick 
to the tallow-candle standard.

Atter regaining ois health Kite 


still remained at the home of the Pi- 
ute lady, and got out of her the secret 
of a valuable lode, the gold from 
which, taken out hy the crudest 
methods amounted to over $200,000. 
Hite then sold the mine for $1,000,- 
000 cash to eastern capitalists, who 
were not successful in making 
the 


mine pay dividends, and they sued 
Hite for perpetrating a swindle on 
them. Hite fought the case through 
all the courts, but oefore it was fin- 
ally settled by the court compromised 
with the litigants by taUng the prop 
crty back and by paying them ,back a 
portion of the money he had received. 


In Hite s han'ds the mine proved a 


paying proposition, and the twice dis- 
apponted easterners commenced suit 
again, to recover 
the property that 


they had allowed to slip through their 
bands.

But to return to Hite. When he 


got so wealthy, he threw the Indian 
maid overboard and married a wo- 
man at Oakland, Cal., and built there 
for their home a veritable palace. 
Then has troubles really commenced. 
The Piute lady brought all kinds of 
actions against Hite, and the court 
gave her a judgment for $450,000 on 
the grounds that she was his common 
law wife according to the laws of 
California. TMs case was carried up, 
iut before coming up was compro- 
mised and settled by Hite paying 
$50,000 in full. 


Mr. Hite was possessed of a great 


deal of -valuable property in 
San 


San Francisco and along the roast be- 
fore the earthquake and t>hs ensuing 
fire, and his losses were so immess 
that it is supposed that these troubles 
coming on him in his old age 
were 


the direct cause of bis sickness and 
death.

erations George 
Washington 
has grown Into 
something of a 
demigod, a gi- 
gantic myth, an 
exalted figure 
Infinitely re- 
moved from the 
common life. 
No greater serv- 
ice can be done 


to him or to the people than to dis- 
solve these false estimates and show 
him as he was. It will only add to the 
love for him when it is realized that he 
was very human, a man touched by 
the emotions of his kind, meeting all 
sorts of adversities and vexations, 
tempted often and sometimes falling, 
but 'withal having nothing small or 
mean In his nature. Truly a very king- 
ly sonl, imposing in Ms appearance, 
strong In his virtues, divine in his 
wrath and little short of angelic In his 
compassion; not brilliant, but well 
rounded, shining not so much from 
genius as from character; never fa- 
miliar and yet kindly, almost affable 
and always generous; patient, perse- 
vering, serene and equitable; often de- 
feated, but planning victory in the 
midst of defeat; disinterested and just, 
speaking little, and that little often 
commonplace, but dazzling and awe 
Inspiring in presence and action—this 
was the Washington seen by his con- 
temporaries. 


In appearance Washington was tall, 


athletic and graceful, always well 
dressed and courtly, of great strength 
and with large hands and feet, face 
rather pale and pockmarked, hair al- 
most reddish, eyes gray, usually veiled 
by drooping lids; nose prominent, 
"mouth and chin not large, but strong; 
forehead receding, but with the appear- 
ance of elevation; carriage erect and 
distinguished—withal a handsome mau 
noted of women and noting them in 
tarn; an aristocrat of the old school; 
in a word, a Virginia gentleman. 


One morning, whiie waiting for one 


of his colonels, he remarked that be 
needed exercise. Tying a rope to a 
tree breast high, he instructed a negro 
to hold the other end- Then the gen- 
eral jumped It back and forth a num- 
ber of times. At another time he hurl- 
ed an iron bar much farther than could 
a number of yonng men who were 
practicing at the sport. 


Passing some soldiers who were 


hoisting a log on top of a fort, Wash- 
ington observed that the load seemed 
too heavy for them. He thereupon ask- 
ed a corporal bossing the job to help. 
This officer, not recognizing his gen- 
eral, turned with all the pomp of an 
emperor and responded, "Sir, I am a 
corporal."

"Give me 
your musket then, and go inside and 
get some breakfast," and the tall com- 
mander acted as sentinel while the sol- 
dier ate.

The first is of a battle with a colt The 
animal was well blooded, but wild, 
and was much prized by Washington's 
mother. One day Georgo attempted to 
ride the wild colt and did so, remain- 
ing on the animal's back until it broke 
a blood vessel and fell dead. At break- 
fast the mother asked about her favor- 
ite colt 
"He is dead, madam," said 


George. "I killed him." He then told 
the circumstance without evasion or 
hesitation. 


A liveryman offered a certain vicious 


animal to any one who would ride 
him to the nest town and back again 
without dismounting. George, always 
a good rider, made the trial. In due 
time he returned, still on the animal's 
back. The stableman proposed to make 
good his offer, but George said that 
would not be fair, as the horse had 
thrown him once, though he had again 
mounted and this time had conquered. 


The third concerns a negro. It was 


early morning in the back yard. By 
chance a neighbor saw the whole trans- 
action. It is said that the immortal 
George swore. At any rate, he kicked 
a negro all over the premises. When 
asked about it afterward, Washington 
blushed furiously, said he did not know 
any one saw him, but that the negro 
had lied.

The first president once visited tho 


senate, the only time that a chief exec- 
utive ever appealed before congress. 
He placed a treaty before the 
which he wanted acted on at once 
Some one moved that the consideration 
of the subject be postponed. Washing- 
ton started up in a violent fret and 
said, ''This defeats every purpose o" 
my corning here." As he passed out of 
the door he turned to one of his friends 
and exclaimed, "I'll be d - d if I'll 
ever come here again!" 


At the time of the location of the 


capital in the District of Columbia Ed- 
mund Randolph, who had been attor- 
ney general, bitterly attacked the 
scheme, saying that it was aii effort of 
the president to ei.hance the ^nlue of 
the lands of his relathes anl making 


many other charges. A friend called 
ou Washington the very inoruiug the 
pamphlet appeared, lie noticed that 
there was considerable commotion In 
the household and that the president 
looked dark and lowering, "llave you 
seen Randolph's pamphlet?" asked the 
vlbltor. 


"I have," said Washington, "and, by 


the eternal God, he is the d 
dest 


liar on the face of the earth!" 


It is well authenticated by his ac- 


count books that the flrst president 
gambled somewhat in youth, though 
never to excess; that he had wines on 
his table and that be drank moderate- 
ly; that on one of his campaigns for 
membership in the Virginia house he 
bought a hogshead and a barrel of 
spirits for his constituents; that he 
loved fishing and hunting, riding often 
to hounds; that he made money readily 
and was the richest of the presi- 
dents; that he was quite a gallant 
with the fair sex; that he was natural- 
ly passionate, impulsive and high tem- 
p'ered, but had learned to control him- 
self in an almost marvelous way; that 
he was not cold, but affectionate, and 
that the quality which passed for cold- 
ness in him was only reserve, amount- 
ing almost to shyness.
